of nature, 
surpassing 
the 


(.J rand Canyon of the Colorado a thou- 
sand fold." There are rocky walls a 
mile in height, a river beside you aa 
deeply blue as the sky above you, and 
again dashiug over niasaea of Ixiuldftra 
thai makes the water look-like frosted 
nre--ts of daslrng snow; waterfalls of 
thousands of feet, giant forests, donsn 
dark jungles, miles upon miles of con- 
volutions of wooded hills, with occa- 
sional meadows of the most brilliant 
green, all pervaded by a crystal atmos- 
phere redolent with the odors of the 
)ine; creeks of pure ice-cold water—all 
hia set against a back ground of the 
eternal snows of the high Sierras. 


The government did well to make 


concentration of nature's grandeur a 
reservation. 
But has she -done her 


duty? Is nothing further incumbent? 
Let us see. The park is twenty miles 
in an air line from the level San Joa- 
qnin valley, and lesa than a doien milea 
from the end of Fresno county's public 
roads; but to travel that dozen miles, 
aye, there's the rub—travel four miles 
to advance one, and half of those lour 
miles perpendicular. Yet 'tis no more 
impracticable to build wagon roads 
there than 'twas in Yosemite. 


Now what we want is that, the United 


States government shall make an ap- 
propriation of $50,pOO to build a road 
through the park into Kings river can- 
yon. Do it now, before speculators get 
franchises and build the roads—belore 
money sharps shall make this grand 
sanctuary of nature a factor for their 
money gathering.

Law. 


THE RATE TO BE 2 PER CENT 


Ou Individual lucomes of Over S4-UOO. 


Corporation Stock Also Sub- 


ject to Taxation. 


WASHINGTON, January 18.—The full 


text of the internal revenue bill, in- 
cluding the inroDie tax, has l>eeii agreed 
upon by tbe Democratic members of the 
ways and means committee. 
It is 


probable the measure will be submitted 
to the house tomorrow. 


As yet the details of the income tax: 


have not been made public. The As- 
sociated Press is able, however, to give 
a summary of the essential features of 
the tax as it will be submitted to the 
hou?e. 


The bill provides the income tax shall 


go into effect January 1, 1895, aud the 
lirst collection on incomes are to be 
made July 1, 1895. All classes of in- 
comes are included in the measure and 
a uniform rate of 2 per cent tar on i n- 
;:omes of over $4000 is fixed and it is 
made obligatory on all persons receiv,- 
iiut individual incomes of over $3500, to 
make a return to the local collector of 
internal revenue. These returns are 
gone over by the revenue collector and 
the tax list is made up of those whose 
incomes exceeds $4000. No tax is lev- 
ied on those making a return of above 
$a.iOOand under $4000, but the com- 
mittee deemed it expedient to leave a 
margin of $300 below the exemption 
Mint in order that the returns might 
be sure of all subject to the tax. 


In the case of a person having an in- 


come of over $3500 who falls to make a 
return, it becomes the duty of tlie rev- 
enue assessor to make inquiry about 
Lhat person's income. If the examina- 
tion discloses the income is alrave $-1000 
the income is subjected to twice the or- 
dinary tax, and a party failing to make 
a return is deemed guilty of a criminal 
offense and is made subject to fine and 
imprisonment. 


It is estimated there are not more 


:ban 85,000 persons who will be subject 
x> this tax, so the great majority of citi- 
zens will not have to make returns. 


A provision is also made by which no 


information can be made public as to 
;hi) details of the income reported by 
citizens. Any public or private person 
who divulges any part of information 
concerning incomes 13 made subject to 
criminal nrosecution with a heavy fine 
and penalty. 


The stock of corporations is also sub- 


ject to the tax. 


The entire business of levying and 


collecting the tax is placed in charge of 
a deputy commissioner of internal reve- 
nue. The different revenue diatricUanj 
also provided with deputy collectors 
who will especially manage the collec- 
tions of income tar. 


Grover's Bond Issue. 


\VAHiriNGTON, January 18.—The new 


issue of government bonds is to be ready 
February 1st, and will bear interest from 
that date. Secretary Carlisle today re- 
ceived an offer from one man to buy the 
whole fifty million. It ia not likely this 
sale will be made, as the secretary is in 
favor of having the bonde sold in small 
lots in different sections of tho country.

TOPRKA, January 18.—A real estate 


dealer of this city elated today be had 


closed a deal by which Mrs. Lease would 
becume the possessor of a fruit ranch 
in California, and she contemplates re- 
moving there atan early day to establish 
a permanent home for h'erself and fam ily. 
It lias been known for some timo that 
Mrp. Lease has become weary of the 
turmoil of politics and desired to escape 
further notoriety and criticism. In an 
interview at Wichita Mra. Lease con- 
firmed the report.

ister thai the provisional government oi 
the Hawaiian inlands respect folly and 
unhesitatingly declines to entertain the 
proposition of the President of the Unit- 
ed States, that it should surrender its 
authority to the ex-Queen. This an- 
swer is made not only upon the grounds 
hereinbefore eet forth, but upon our 
sense of duty and loyalty to the brave 
men whose commission we hold, who 
have faithfully stood by ns in the hour 
of trial and whoso will is the only 
earthly authority we recognize. We 
caunot betray the sabred trust they 
placed in our "hands, ft tru?t which rep- 
resents the cause ui Christian civiliza- 
tion in tlie interests of the whole eople 
of these islauds." 


After receiving the reply of the ex- 


Queen that alt who had opposed her 
should be beheaded, Willis says he 
offered her protection at the legation or 
on board the man-of-war, hnt Phe de- 
clined. Willis then told her that the 
offer remained open any hour, day or 
night.

Willis 
says "an analysis of the list of the 
Queen's special advisers, whether native 
or foreign, was not encouraging to the 
friends of good government or Ameri- 
can interests. Americans were ignored 
in the plan and other nationalities, 
English principally, placed in charge.

Soma Itoston business men have r»- 


cently completed a five years1 experi- 
ment of interest to every large city. 
They united to suppress the chattel 
mortgage sharks. They formed a com- 
pany or association to loan money to tbfl 
classes who usually fall victims to tbe 
sharks. At tho time tie business men 
entered tha field thesa lenders were 
charging tho borrowers on chattel mort- 
gages from 3 to 10 per cent per month. 
Tlio association adopted a uniform rate 
of I per cent per mouth. It required 
that with every payment of interest tbe 
borrower must make n- small payment— 
about 3 per cent—on tbo principal. 


Since it has been doing business tho 


association has loaned over $500,000 ou 
chattel mortgages. Fourteen hundred 
and ninety borrowers have been accom- 
modated. Loans have been repaid very 
fast, averaging about IS months. Tho 
usual experience with the shark is that 
of becoming dotncr and deeper Jo debt. 
Last year tbo association paid ;i 0 per 
cent dividend. Tho object is not to 
make money, however. It is to earn a 
fair pay on tho investment and to take 
away tho occn jiaiion of the shark, Rob- 
ert Treat Paine is thoprraident of the 
association.- -St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

The 
present advanced civilization and Chris- 
tianizfltion of your people, together with 
your enlightened codes of law stand to- 
day benuliceut mnuuments of American 
xeal, courage and intelligence. I iioiv, 
upon behalf of tlie United States of 
America, tender to your people the right 
hand of yowl will, which I trust may be 
aa lasting as I know it to be sincere." 


President Dole, in reply, very kindly 


thanked him for his assurance of the 
continued friendship of 
the United 


States government. Continuing he said: 
"We have become accustomed to regard 
the United States as our friend and ally 
and have learned to look first to her for 
help in our emergencies." 


At the conclusion of President Dole's 


remarks the credentials were presented, 
and Albert 0. Willis was duly gazetted 
the authorized representative of tlie 
United States of America to the Provis- 
ional Government of Hawaii. The con- 
cluding paragraph of the letter of cred- 
ence reads as follows: 


"i therefore request Your Excellency 


to receive him favorably, and to give- 
full credence to what he shall say on the 
part of the United States and to the as- 
surances which I have, charged him to 
convey to you oi the best wishes of this 
government for the prosperity of the 
Hawaiian islands." 


The following extracts from the cor- 


respondence between Minister Willis 
and President Dole will ihowhow "last- 
ing and sincere the good will of the 
United States of America," i.e., Grovcr 
Cleveland, was. With the right hand 
of fellowship extended to tlie provisional 
government and assurances of good will 
and best wishes for its prosperity, Min- 
ister Willis, as the representative of tho 
United States, should have scorned the 
very idea of being a party to Cleveland's 
infamous attempt to restore the mon- 


'arehy;bul he was prepared from the 


start"to act a dual part, as subsequent 
events have conclusively proven, uud 
has shown himself to be a pliant tool in 
the hands of a wily autocrat. 


The first lettur of any consequence 


was from President Dole to Minister 
WlTiis, dated November 29,1893, asking 
for information regarding thft Greshatn 
letter, in which he says: "I desire to 
inquire of you whether such reports are 
substantially correct. If they are, I fee] 
it is due this government that it should 
be informed of the intention of your 
government in relation to the sugges- 
tions contained in the said letter of Mr. 
Gresham." 


Minister Willis replied to the alwve 


letter on December 2d by stating that 
the letter of Mr. Gresham was a com- 
munication from a member of the cabi- 
net to the President of tlie United States 
and as it was a domestic transaction was 
not a. subject of diploiiuUie representa- 
tion. Continuing further, he says: "J 
must express my sincere regret that il 
is not in iny power at present to inform 
you of the views or intentions of th« 
United States." This communication 
showed the dual part the minister was 
playing and from that time on his ever) 
act was closely watched and noted. 


The next letter, from President Dole 


dated December ISlb, I quote iu full, as 
it brotvht out the demand of Czar 
Cleveland for the, provisional govern- 
ment to surrender to the ex-Queen: 


"Department of Foreign Affairs, 
"Honolulu, December IS, 1893.^ 


"Sir:—I am informed that you are in 


communication with Lilinokalnni, tlie 
ex-Queen, with a view of re-establishing 
the monarchy in the Hawaiian island 
and of supporting lier pretensions to thr 
sovereignty. Will you inform me i 
this report is true, or if you are acting 
in any way hostile to the government 
I appreciate fully the. fact that any such 
action on your part, in view of you 
official relations with this government 
would seem impossible; but as the in 
formation has come to me from sue! 
sources that I am compelled to notice it 
you will pardon me for pressing you fo 
an immediate answer.

"Minister of Foreign Affairs." 


The answer came the next day like a 


thunderbolt out of a clear sky, bu

these days of advanced science a weather 
forecast can bo made. 


Tho prediction of tho Iowa turuudo 


offers a noteworthy example of the vahu> 
of the government bureau uud illnt- 
trates tho perfection of tho system it em- 
ploys, but the forecast in point of accu- 
racy is duplicated daily. It isn't every 
day that a tornado utarts on a wild stam- 
pede, bat the weather bharps are exported 
to deep tho cities and towns of the coun- 
try posted in advance in regard to the 
weather. The daily forecast has become 
an all important element in all calcula- 
tions, whether of pleasure or of business, 
and could no more bo dispensed with 
than the telegraph or any of the other 
agencies which have revolutionized 
affairs.

It is jmrpririnj.', indeed, to liml so able 


and thoroughly independt'nt a paper as 
the Mail become the apologist, in an ii 
direct way even, of Cleveland's infam- 
ous Hawaiian policy. It is the opinion 
of THE REPUBLICAN, shared by tens of 
thousands of hone?t Democrats, that 
the President's conduct on this question 
can no more be paliated or excused than 
can his tinnulliuent of the silver pur- 
chase law or his interference with the 
operation of the exclusion net. 


So far as Stevens' action is concerned ,

President of the United States, as a low- 
down, sneaking attack upon a friendly 
government, and surely we are entitled 
to expect as high a sense of honor in the 
President as we are in a minister to a 
foreign country.

AN INTERESTING REPORT. 


Among many other interesting things 


the Interstate Commerce Commission 
in Its seventh annual report states that 
there is no showing upon which any 
railway insolvency caa justly be attri- 
buted to the operation of the law. The 
amount of stock paying no dividend has 
wneiderably decreased since 18S8, and a 
great reduction is noted in the amount 
of bonds paying no interest. If the 


te of railway capital had been re- 


stricted to the amount necessary to con- 
struct and equip the. properties, there 
would, under normal conditions of busi- 
ness, be much more satisfactory returns. 
A great portion of railway securities do, 
however, yield little or no return, and 
many railway managers claim this as 
evidence that the law deprives carriers 
of adequate revenue. The law can only 
operate to limit railway revenue by pre- 
venting unjust charges and undue parti- 
ality. The claim of these managers 
must rest then upon the proposition 
that the law by prohibiting wrongs 
works injury 
to railway prosperity. 


Such a plea is anomalous. The evils 
which carriers bring upon themselves 
by mistaken policies of rate making or 
management, If not removable through 
their own efforts, are to bo remedied by 
specific legislation; not by attacks upon 
the law with a view to its repeal or radi- 
cal amendment. The people are thor- 
oughly determined not to permit even a 
partial return to the railroad anarchy 
which prevailed before the interstate 
commerce iaw was passed. 


The law requiring the application of 


automatic couplers and other appliances 
to freight trains, which was approved in 
March last by President Harrison, is 
commended in the report, which also 
contains a comparative statement of 
equipment with and without automatic 
couplers and train brakes, and of acci- 
dents to passengers and the various 
classes of employes, for four years pre- 
ceding June 30,1892. The law does not 
restrict the use of couplers to any par- 
ticular type, and it is not, therefore, 
open to the objection that it will espec- 
ially benefit a particular patentee. The 
aim of the Jaw is that the men shall not 
b°> required logo between the cars for 
the purpose of coupling or uncoupling, 
and no road can, after the date pre- 
scribed, use cars of ito own or those of 
other r.tads, which do not conform to 
the law's provisions. Much credit is 
given In the report to the skill and in- 
telligence of railway employes.

When the congress of the United 


States is influenced by the Fresno Kx- 
positor to protect the raisin industry ol 
California, what better thing could be 
asked for? And a congress, too, which 
claims to be pledged to wipe out eVerv 
vestige of protection. 


Be it observed that the Expositor is 


demanding tins duty for the benefit of 
the home industry, which is not suffi- 
ciently protected because of its absence. 
As we have previously remarked this is 
good, and the only fault to be found 
with so good a thing is that there is not 
quite enough of it. Now that the Ex- 
poMtor concedes the de?irfibility oi pro- 
tection for the raisin industry, nnd goe« 
BO fur a? to complain because the Mc- 
Kinley act does not gives us enough of it, 
it only remains for it to stand its 
ground upon the principle it avows 
and use its influence to also have the 
present low duty maintained upon im- 
ported raisins. The Expositor knows 
ful! well that there is not an honest ar- 
gument in favor of reducing it; that the 
California grower cannot benefit the 
consumer by producing raisins cheaper 
than he now does, and that a loss of 
revenue and an increased profit to the 
foreigner are the only results which can 
possibly follow such decrease in the 
tariff. 


A newspaper which can influence con- 


gress, and which is in favor of protection 
according to its own statement, has no 
moral right, to withhold its influence 
when it is required in the interests of 
the toiling producers of its own commu- 
nity. And there should be no half way 
business about it, either. If protection 
is good coming through a duty on Xante 
currants it is al=o good when it comes 
upon the higher grades of raisins, and 
should be had in any degreee required 
which does not inflict a hardship upon 
the consumers of the country. The Ex- 
positor should not allow ite native mod- 
esty to interfere with, its plain duty in 
this emergency. 


IT is very likely that the government 


will come to the aid of the West Side 
settlers on the Southern Pacific in- 
demnity lands. Unlike Attorney Gen- 
eral Olney, the commissioner of the 
general land office and the secretary of 
the interior believe it the right and the 
duty of the government to protect the 
settlers misled by its rulings. Thecom- 
missioner stated that for*more than six 
years the government has been dispos- 
ing of these lands to settlers, and If the 
ruling announced by Judge Koss is to 
iiold, the hardships resulting to these 
settlers will be incalculable. He also

:be construction of railroads will be 
affected and millions of acres will be in- 
volved. The commissioaer adds that it 
is the plain duty of the government to 
defend these settlers and at tho same 
time its own rights against the claims of 
railroad companies, and that tlie Presi- 
dent, through the secretary of the in- 
terior, has power to revoke an executive 
withdrawal, as was tbe case of the in- 
demnity withdrawal of the Southern Pa- 
cific Company. These views have been 
indorsed by the secretary of the interior 
in a letter to the chairman of the house 
judiciary committee, which will prob- 
ably lead to some energetic action in be- 
half of the settlers. The value of any 
step in this direction, if controlled by 
Attorney General Olney, a corporation 
lawyer, ia open to question, however.

tive of thesecretary with soft kid gloves. 
It is evident that his motives were 
merely the motives of Grover Cleveland 
—that be was the abject servant of the 
President in this matter, just as the sil- 
ver Democrats were in voting for uncon- 
ditional repeal rf silver purchase against 
the dictates of their own conscience 
and the wishes of their constituents. 
The hesitancy of the Ohio congressman 
to admit that the President has been 
the supreme dictator in this Hawaiian 
matter, and that the secretary of state 


merely been the tool with which he 


has attempted to carry out his program, 
is carrying politeness beyond the bounds 
of reason. 


THE WALL STREET GAME. 


A GOLDBUG SCHEME. 


Tn hi.s special plea for tlie increase of 


the country's 
bonded 
indebtedness, 


Secretary Carlisle fails to state the im- 
portant fact that the alleged deficit in 
the treasury is lof his own deliberate 
creation. Had Secretary Carlisle re- 
deemed the silver certificates presented 
for redemption in E ilver instead of gold, 
as the law authorizes him to do, the 
treasury would now contain an abun- 
dance of gold for all necessary pu r- 
poses, aud no possible excuse could be 
invented whorcby the Wall street hank- 
ers could be profitably relieved of their 
over supply of the yellow metal. 
The 


course, of the administration in this re- 
spect has been one of the most abject 
and disgraceful servitude to the gold 
power that the country has ever wit- 
nessed, and two important- points have 
been made in the interests of that 
class, viz: The over-supply of silver 
has been used to discredit that metal, 
and the drain of gold to redeem silver 
certificates has created an excuse for 
issuing more bonds. H ia upon its face 
the mo?t flagrant and inexcusable out- 
rage ever committed 
by a political 


party claiming to represent the interests 
of tlie masses of the people. It is a 
Wall street game from first to last. 


TOO EASILY ALARMED. 


The Expositor of last evening clamb- 


ered out of the debris of factional p.ir ty 
warfare long enough to shake its di- 
sheveled locks at the liepublicans and 
inform a waiting world that the latter 
party in this county is rent asunder be- 
ttiusu of some jangling noises emitted 
from the membership of the central 
committee. 


Our esteemed contemporary's excite- 


ment ia apparently premature. 
It 


would he a very weak and hopelessly 
ndolent party which did not indulge in 
a little contention within its own ranks 
during the quiet and uneventful time of 
political peace. There is a vast differ- 
ence, alao, between differences among 
members 
of a 
central 
committee 


and a division of sentiment among the 
voters of the party. The latter is a se- 
rious condition; the former is merely in- 
cidental to the history of all political 
organizations. So far as the differences 
between members of *he Republican 
county central committee are concerned 
the Expositor may rest assured that 
they will all bo satisfactorily adjusted 
and that harmony will prevail long he- 
fore the opening of the next campaign. 
As a matter of fact the preliminaries are 
already arranged for an adjustment of 
matters which will be mutually satisfac- 
tory to nil concerned. 


In regard to the statement that cer- 


tain members of the present committee 
propose to deliver the party machinery 
for specific purposes into the hands of 


non-resident "boss," that opinion ia 


hardly entitled to serious consideration. 
The gentlemen who are taking an inter- 
est in the management of the Repu bli- 
can party of Freano county intend to 
solidify it, not destroy it; and that they 
have too much intelligence to take a 
course which would inevitably disrupt 
the party and destroy the career of hon- 
orable usefulness upon which it is just 
entering in this community goes with- 
out saying. If the time should ever 
come when the Republican party of 
this county requires purifying, THE RE- 


UCAX can be counted upon to do its 


share of tho work, and do it in a way 
that will leave no doubt as to the honor- 
able motives which actuates it. 


In the meantime the Expositor may 


rest assured the hope of Republican 
diseention upon which it is now build- 
ing large and airy political castles io 
doomed to speedy collapse. 


Secretary Carlisle has (lectured him- 


self ou the proposition of i^iunjr more 
government bond?, and presents a lot of 
(inures to show that an increased bonded 
indebtedness is the only way out of the 
a leged tinam-ial shortaxehi the national 
treasury. Tiiis is the st?quel to the 
financial program of the present admin- 
istration. Kverythiuii possible to bring 
alwut an apparent nwssity for a bond 
issue has been done, while the means 
calculated to avoid eueh necessity have 
been earnestly diecouraj,'<Hl. The time 
for action has iinally arrived; in fact 
the inteivftsof the eastern bankers who 
have millions of idlo j;uld lying in their 
vaults will not admit of further delay. 
Mr. Carlisle presents JMI extended state- 
ment of the jire^fiit ami probable future 
condition of the treasury, from whicli 
he draws the conclusion that the net 
balance in the treasury amounts to but 
$ll,2£o,874. The Han Francisco Chroni- 
cle, in an able article on this question, 
shows the fallacy and dishonesty of the 
secretary's contention. Tbe Chronicle 
says: 


The truth is that Mr. Carlisle, who 


has tbe full Ktnction of President Cleve- 
land, has lent himself entirely to the 
bankern' clique in New York, who are 
now and have been for months paet 
using every iwssible influence, to force 
the government to provide an invest- 
ment for their idle cash. The move- 
ment first began among the national 
banks, which wanted bonds as a basis 
for circulation. The plethora of money 
since the currency scare ceased has 
probably lessened the demand for bonds 
for that purpose, but the presence of 
180,000,000 in the New York banks in 
excels of the legal reserve is the ex- 
planation of the renewed demand upon 
tbe government. 
The industries and 


commerce of tbe country are paralyzed 
through and by tbe criminal folly of tbe 
Cleveland administration, which has 
thrown itself into the arms of the Eng- 
lish gold monpmetitliBtaand free traders. 
There are no investors to take the idle 
money, and tbe bankers and their de- 
positors are s.mnly trying to force tbe 
iBduc of Iminis in order, ns we say, to 
find an investment. 


Tbe proiHjsitiun to increase the bonded 


indebtedness of the United States at this 
time is foolhardy. There ia absolutely 
no necessity for it. It is true that, ow- 
ing to the prevailing hard times, there 
has been a falling off in the revenues 
and the expenditures have for a time 
exceeded tbe receipts. 
Mut there ia no 


reason to suppose that this will continue, 
and even if it should for any length oi 
time the remedy can be found in a re- 
adjustment of the tariff. 


But even if Mr. Carlisle's estimate oi 


the probable deficit be accepted, there 
is no reason shown for issuing bonds. 
There ia ample money in the treasury. 
Mr. Carlisle's bookkeeping is, as we 
have Haul, absurd. JIo shows $132,327,- 
SS5 available cash a?srts. Against, thia 
sum he charges .is liabilities $4(i,99G,;!liG 
aa d ue various uccou uts, and then 
charges $7-1,017,549 as due the reserve 
fund, and declares there is a net balance 
of $11,223,374. This is sheer nonsense. 
The actual cash balance is $85,240,923. 
To call A balance to the credit of the 
gold reserve a cash liability of the treas- 
ury i? utterly unreasonable. 


The truth'is that there is no law 


quiring the maintenance of the gold re- 
serve of $100,000,000. And Mr. Cleve- 
land and Secretary Carlisle so decided 
when they allowed it to be drawn upon. 
Tbe fund was originated by the treasury 
department without any requirement of 
law.. It is not necessary now, and never 
was necessary to maintain it intact. Our 
paper currency had gradually appreci- 
ated iu value before the reserve fund 
became available, and sis mouths be- 
fore the resumption of specie payment 
there was a discount of only one-half of 
I per cent. The fact is that the credit 
of tbe United States, both for its bonds 
and paper currency, does not depend 
upon any such expedient. 


And so far from there being any 


necessity for issuing bonds to meet 
current expenses by reason of the 
falling 
of the revenues, there 
is 


enough cash in the treasury, with the 
receipts, to meet every obligation. And, 
besides, there is the seigniorage silver 
available at any time, amounting to 
some $50,000,000. We do not believe 
that congress will sanction Mr. Carlisle's 
icbeuie.

into the earth. There are no limbs 
along the body ot this eon of Anak, but 
clefts are visible where they have been 
broken off, and tbe trcu itself is broken 
squarely into segments at a number of 
places, clearly showing t-hat it was pet- 
rified when it fell. 


All these segments lie in plane, being

ngs of timber growth, and 


also that tlie stone is almost trans- 
parent. 


Along the sides are large, amber-like 


knots of petrified rosin or gum, which 
indicates that it is a resinous growth, 
while tbe fact that there is not a tree 
within a hundred miles of it except the 
dwarf cottonwoods spoken of, indicate 
that it is a remnant ot a prehistoric age, 
which by geologic upheavals and muta- 
tions has been submerged in an inland 
sea and raised again.

"Evans wrote two messages to me. I 


only got one of them, that left at De- 
masters', in which he threatened if 1 
cainc up after him he would hunt me 
instead of my hunting hhu, and would 
pick me out and kill me. 


"The other was written by him at the 


hog cimp about sixteen miles above 
Pine Flat. He left it there for me, I 
^as told, but changed his inind and 
came back and burnt ft up. When we 
reached this camp they had gone, having 
been informed of our approach by a 
friend of hi?. 


"He has also sent me verbal messages 


all of a boastful and threatening charac- 
ter. .Evans has told nearly everybody 
up there that be would hunt us instead 
of our hunting them, but he hasn't 
obliged me with an encouuter yet. 


A DILIliEST PURSUIT, 


"We have wasted no time resting, and 


have been continually on the go in all 
kinds of weather. We investigated all 
rumors concerning the whereabouts of 
the fugitives, not wishing to take the 
chances of being left by disregarding 
any information. The men with me 
Lave done excellent work and have 
stood all hardships uncomplainingly, 
cheerfully in fact. 


"We tracked Evans and Morrell to 


every place in which they had rested or 
where they had eaten a meal, but lost 
track of them a. week ago last Thursday. 
Since then we have discovered no visi- 
ble trace of them. 
"They left Caldwell's on that 


striking out in 3. southeasterly direction, 
and are now in the Camp Bad«er neigh- 
borhood. We got Evans once and will 
get him a^ain. I will never let up until 
I capturehim. I expect to rejoiu the 
poEse Monday and will go prepared *nr 
8 hunt of any duration." 


The Bherin stated he had gone to 


Auckland because it was reported to 
him two men, suspected of being Evan! 
and - Morrell, had been seen in that 
neighborhood. 
He made an investiga- 


tion, finding that the source of informa- 
tion was not trustworthy.

were arrested in Mmlera Thursday night 
on suspicion of having committed the 
Fowler rohliery. i.oprs was taken into 
custody at the hmi?e of an acquaint- 
ance, Miss Itobles, at 10 o'clock, and 
Reynolds was arrested about two hours 
later on the street. 


The otlicers who made the arrest are 


Constable McCluskoy and his deputy, 
Mullery. They were instructed to ap- 
prehend the men by H telegram Bent 
from the sheriff's oilice here, and Dep- 
uty Sheriff Ben Merritt left for Mailera 
yesterday morning to bring the men to 
this city. 
lie returned from Madera with the 


prisoners on last evening's train, but 
liefore being conveyed to the jail they 
were taken to the office of B. F. Whit- 
mer at the depot, where, in the presence 
of Detective Thacker, United States 
.Marshal (iirnl, B. K. Whitmer and Dep- 
uties Shoi iff White and Bedford, Rey- 
nolds and Lopes made a statement. 


H was stated by the oflicers making 


tli£ iirre?t that neither Kcynolda nor 
Lopes oflVred any rcsistant-p, and curb, 
claimed he know iu:thin^ about the rob- 
bery. \Yhni the ojiicere went to arrest 
LopVs Mii-s IiobU'.-t told tliL-m he was 
uot in the in>ii?e, out on going into an 
adjoining room they found him in IKH). 
From this they concluded Lopes was 
try in;; to hide. 


IJSYNOi.DS' ST.\Tf.MEXT. 


Keynoli!? mid Lopes were put in the 


same ct-M in the tanks, and the former 
was <]i!(';-;io]ied about the robbery by a 
KiMTm.ifAx reporter last night. 
He 


spoke willingly and, as lie had done to 
tho nfHcers, denied having hud anything 
whntevur to do with the robbery." 


"We left Danger at about '6 o'clock in 


the afternoon last "Wednesday for Fresno 
and uot here about 0," said Reynolds. 
"We'stayed around town till about 9 
o'clock ami then hitched up and started 
for _M;tdera. We did not go any farther 
Until Jlcnidon, however, where 
we 


S|i?i:t tint :ii^ht. 


"Thursday morning we resumed our 


trip to Mndera, arriving there at 10 
o'clock, and spent the time around 
town. I did not know why we were ar- 
rested and knew nothing alwut the 
Fowler robbery till told of it bv Mer"- 
ritt." 


Asked why he' had g<me to Madera 


"Keynnids answered that, he bad done ?o 
because Lopes asked him to. Lopes 
lives in that place and wanted to go 
home. 
Keynolds said his statement 


made to the officers at. the depot was 
substantially a denial of the charge. 


Lopes' statement of his and Reynolds' 


movements since Wednesday afternoon 
agrees in most respects with Reynolds'. 
They differ somewhat in one or Iwo in- 
stances as to the time of leaving uud ar- 
riving ut the various places they visited, 
but. hardly enough to make the discrep- 
ancy of much importance. 


DETECTIVE THAl'KKK TALKS. 


After the interview with" Keynolds 


the 
reporter 
looked up 
Detective 


Thacker and found him at the depot. 
Thacker had a Winchester inclosed in a 
case, slung over his shoulder^and looked 
decidedly 
warlike. 
He . wits 
asked 


whether he intended joining the hunt 
for Evans and Morrell, but his onlv an- 
swer was a mysterious smile. 


lu answer to a question regarding the 


statements made to him by Reynolds 
and Lopea, Thacker said lie 
would 


rather not say anything about that, but 
he had no objection to stating that Rey- 
nolds and Lopes were not the men who 
committed the robbery at*Fowler. 


"T am positive they are not the right 


men." satd the detective, "and that is 
all I can tell you about it. Reynolds' 
claim that he can prove an alibi "is cor- 
rect. He was seen here bvquitft a num- 
ber of men on Wednesday evening be- 
tween the hour of IHE arrival and his de- 
parture. Frank fichell, from whom he 
borrowed half a dollar, saw him; ji man 
at Gaus'cigar store spoke to him; he 
was seen at the French hotel across the 
track, and also by others." 


"lie answers the description given of 


the robber in some respects," was sug- 
gested. 


"Well, in some respects he does, but 


that is nothing in view of other facts I 
have found out. The robbers' eyes were, 
said to be blue, Reynold's are brown." 


THERE WAS NO CAWT. 


"What about the robl>er's accomplice 


in the cart calling him Hilly? Doesn't 
that point to Reynolds?" 


"I have been in Fowler, where I made 


a thorough investigation of the affair. 
There was no cart, and therefore uo 
man who called 'Billy.' 1 have not 
been able to liud a man who saw a cart, 
or who heard anyone call out,'Billy' 
from one." 


Thacker would make no further state- 


ment concerning the affair, and was 
then asked why he was armed. He 
proved very uncommunicative on that 
subject, however. Asked whether Mar- 
shal Gard intended to accompany him 
where he was going, the detective stated 
Gard was going to Los Angeles on the 
night train. As for himself, he was go- 
ing south, but how far south be would 
not say. It is certain, however, that he 
is either going to Fowler to follow a 
clew in the robbery, or intends to join 
in the hunt for Evans and Morrell. 


What the information was that in- 


duced the officers to arrest Reynolds 
and Lopes on suspicion of having com- 
mitted the Fowler robbery is not yet as- 
certainable, but considering the appar- 
ently straight story of Reynolds and the 
statement of Detective Thacker it is very 
probable they are, innocent. 


Reynolds' reputation ia rather bad 


and he has been in serious trouble sev- 
eral times before, but in view of his 
Rrobable innocence there is no necessity 


»r giving his past record. He has been 


staying for some time past at Judge J. 
B. Campbell's ranch, one mile south of 
Ranger. The horse and cart in which he 
and Lopea went to Madera Reynolds 
feya is his own property. 


Frank Scheli, one of the men by 


whom Reynolds said he could prove an 
alibi, was seen by a RerrnLiCAx report- 
er, 
and accounted 
for big where- 


abouts tetween the hours of 6.30 and 
9 the evening of the robbery. He met 
Reynolds in front of the F'lite saloon 
about 6.30 o'clock. They went together 
to \\ ard's billiard room on J street and 
remained about an hour. From there 
they went to the Lodge saloon, thence 
back to \\ ard'fi, and after that to Levy 
»t Langlv's on J street. It must have 
been at least 9 o'clock when they sepa- 
rated. 


Reynolds borrowed 50 cents from 


Pchell, and paid 25 cents to the liveiy 
man near the French hotel for keeping 
Ins horse. He got his team about 10 
o'clock, and he and Lopes act out in a 
northerly direction. Sohell says there 
a:e a number *of people who «aw Rey- 
nolds with him.

EDITOR KEITULU-AN :— The Expositor 


ia again laUleading to those who do not 
understand the situation in Hawaii, 
•when, in an editorial on "Wednesday 
night there appears the following : 


"The anti-admiuistrationista, in dis- 


cus^in" tlie Hawaiian question, all fftise- 
Iv claim that Dole's povernmeat is sup- 
ported by the people o! the islands, 
Whereas oven that government itself 
does not make that claim. It has i»ro- 
posed to submit the question of orgauiz- 
in" a Rovermiient to the people at an 
election, at which only those ahull vote 
who are worth $2500, so as to shut out 
the native Hawaiinns and establish an 
oligarchy, or a plutocracy, made up of 
men \vhj have plundered the peopleand 
thus made themselves rich. But that is 
the sort of government a large element 
in this country seem now to favor— a 
government whose laws are dictated by 
trusts and combines that control the 
employment of the workers and the 
prices of the necessaries of life, All 
true Democrats favor a government of 
all the people, and the least possible 
legislative interference with the natural 
prices of what people have to buy or 
sell and with the opportunities of men 
to attain to whatever degree of influence 
or prosperity their merits and their 
energy may enable and entitle them to 
reach." 


Who are meant by the "people of the 


islands," when speaking of them as ojv- 
uosed to the provisional government, 
is hard to determine. Had it said that 
the opposition to that government was 
from the hobo and adventurous class of 
"people of the islands," with a slight 
sprinkling of the respectable element of 
society to give it tonc.it might have 
come near the truth ; and the readers of 
that paper would then know who was 
meant by the "people of the islands." 


It also says that it has been proposed 


tn submit the whole question to a vo-e 
cf the people, with a property qualifica- 
tion so mgh that it virtually Shuts out 
the Hawaiian, and franchises only tliosc 
who have become rich by plundering 
the people (probably meaning the native 
Hiiwaiians). That there was sonio talk 
of submitting the question to a vote of 
the people is undisputed, but that there 
was to be such n radical change in the 
election laws as intimated in that article 
ia misleading and a perversion of the 
facts. 
The natives under the old kings had 


no say whatever in the choice of govern- 
ment "officers or as to how tlic affairs of 
government should bo managed, and 
not until these same "plutocrats" suc- 
ceeded in persuading Kalakaua to give 
to the country a new constitution in 
1.SS7 were they allowed to vote for 
nobles, as the uppir house of the legis- 
lature is called. 
"An oligarchy or plutocracy is the 


sort of government that a large element. 
in this country now favor- a govern- 
ment wluwu laws are dictated by trusts 
and combines." 
In Hawaii there arc 


no trusts or combines in the sense : 


whether they would not contribute their 
mite through their children if asked to 
do BO by a movement on thy part of the 
teachers, and everyone expressed his 
ready willingness to do something when 
called upon. 
The committee now once more desires 


to arouse the U-achere ia aid of this 
worthy cause, as it is a movement to 
benefit every part of tlie county aud not 
the city of Fresno alone. Let the teach- 
ers of every district take up a collection 
at once aud however email the result 
may be, they will have the satisfaction 
of having done their duty, aud their 
prompt action would he highly appreci- 
ated by the committee.

ind bills for large amounts of money. 


That defendant and his father "had 


been partners, for years, in farming and 
stock raising, and the partnership has 
never been formally dissolved. 


That the father denied that he gave 


the check, but after the defendant was 
arrested anil t.he nld gentleman found 
out and advised that he was liable to the. 
bank his ?on cot on the check, he paid 
it and settled the matter. 


The testimony showed that the de- 


fendant believed he had the right to 
sign that check: the prosecution failed 
to prove that the defendant intended to 
defraud the Farmers' Bank, and utterly 
failed to make out the charge against 
the defendant, which is that he forged 
the check with the intent to damage 
and defraud the Farmers' Bank of 
Fresno. 


The court was fair in all its rulings: 


it gave all the instructions asked by 
the prosecution, and refused to give 
some that were asked by the defendant. 


The jury was composed of the best 


citixens, and a more honorable jury was 
never impaneled in this county. 


It is not fair to attack or ridicule their 


verdict, nor to hold them up as on a par 
with mules; nor would it J>e much im- 
provement in the way of ridicule to say 
they were fully aa intelligent as the 
prosecution.

Li Yung Yew, Chinese consul, King 


Owyang, vice cuiiaul, and representa- 
tives of the Six Companies and the Chi- 
nese Merchants' Exchange, called upon 
Collector Welborn of the internal reve- 
nue office Tuesday afternoon. They 
notified the collector that the circular 
would be issued the next day. 


The circular will be printed in the 


various Chinese dialects and will inform 
the Chinese that if they do not register 
the law will be enforced and they will 
be deported. The circular will besigned 
by the Six Companies. The consul gen- 
eral, while approving of it, will not at- 
tach his signature. Jt is expected that 
the circular will he sufficient to cause 
the majority of the laborers to register.

lU'fore tlso Board of Supervisors ad- 


jounu-.l u-.-itrday they passed an ordi- 
nance which will be of intereet to loral 
wheelmen. 


The matter came up in the form of an 


ordinance prohibiting bicycling in the 
court house park, which led to a free 
expression of opinion 011 the part of the 
several sups-rvisurs. 


Restrictions had been placed on-the 


speed which might be employed by 
whet-linen in crossing the park 'and the. 
(are to be taken by wheelmen. 


But few had pntil any attention to tiif 


ordLiame and some were so ca.t. jsi 
to jeopardize pedestrians on the walks 
and in some instances ladies and chil- 
dren had narrow escapes from serious 
accidents. 


It was the unanimous opinion of the 


nieml)ers of the Iward that the only 
way to protect the people from the an- 
noyance and shock to nerves occasioned 
by thoughtless and careless wheelmen 
was to shut them out of the park entirely 
and it was so ordered. 


When the new entrances and roads 


for vehicles are graded and completed as 
now laid out the board will Joubtlesa 
remove the inhibition on bicycles, still 
maintaining the prohibition ordinance 
on the walks. 


Tn connection with this it is pertinent 


lo call the attention of the proper com- 
mittee of the board to the -picayune 
walks being laid out on the western 
alone of the park. 


The serpentine walks marked off in. 


line with L street on either side of the 
main entrance are too narrow by at least 
four feet and would be better if made six 
feetwider, so that pedeatrhma might 
havesullicient room to pasg. 


As now laid out they amount to mere 


Indian trails, and are only suitable (o 
habits of Chinamen who affect single file 
methods in their promenades. 


Again, the walks as now marked out 


on the central grass plot correspoiiding 
with Mariposa street, if extended, are 
also of the "pig trail" pattern; which 
should be at once abandoned ag inade- 
quate. 


If the sides of these walks are to re- 


main as parallel circular lines conform- 
ing to the circular pra?s plat or flower 
bed, the walks should be made from 
eight to ten feet wider at least. 


What should be done is to make thia 


on a icversed semicircle, thus )(, to en- 
able pedestrians to cross from one walk 
to the other without tram ping down the 
grass and flowers, which will certainly 
he the result if the outlined plan is 
adopted. 


Another matter worth attention is the 


pond of surface water which collects on 
the south walk near K street. 
This 


should be graded so as to furnish sur- 
face drainage. 


The proposition to make a pothole at 


this point and pipe the surface water 
across ia a useless expense and will 
prove nnsatisfactory, as the pipe will 
clog up and necessitate ripping up the 
walk to imtke repairs. All that is re- 
quired is proper grading to eliminate 
this fault, and this can be done without 
the least detriment to the walks or the 
general appearance of the prounds. 


These and other manifestations of 


common senae would tend to make the 
western approach a charming bit of 
landscape gardening. 


RAILROAD BACK TAXES.

State Controller Colgan and R. Black

in the matter of the railroad's back 
taxes, except in the counties of San 
Bernardino and Merced.

debt, to the company, and replied that 
no such result could bu obtained on the 
hauls fixed by the state board of equali- 
zation and followed by the state con- 
troller.
